A heavy consum ption of 
mash is only 4 pounds per hen for the 
month, which will am ount to ap p ro x i­ 
m ately 9 or 10 cents. 
In addition to being profitable 
by 
increasing egg production it is allso 
necessary to feed a mash during the 
sum m er in order to make it possible 
to accurately cull the flock. 
The first 
requirem ent for successful culling is 
the feeding of a good ratio n — consist­ 
ing of grain, mash, oyster shell, and 
w ater or milk. 
Repeated tests show 
that the most expert judges of poul­ 
try will be helpless 
in 
determ ining 
the rlative m erits of various hens u n ­ 
less they have been liberally supplied 
with a good ration. 
When one decides not to feel a well 
balanced ration to the laying flock, it 
ri tim e to sell most of the flock.

expensive devices rather than some­ 
thing fai cheaper.

fact, horn»1 made devices »erve just 
as 
w»*l! 
in many cases H' anything one 
can buy. 
Of course, th«*re is ample justifica­ 
tion for buying factory made equip­ 
ment made of such materials as gal 
vanized iron «*r earthenware. 
As 
a 
rul»*, it is molt* 
sanitary 
ami 
also 
more durable. 
It is often 
essential 
however, to keep the investment foi 
equipment a slow as possible. 
If »**. 
the right kino of homemade 
equip­ 
ment will serve just a» well a» 
the 
most expensive factory-made article. 
Moreover, with hut little more effort 
if any, it can he kept clean and »uni­ 
tary. 
As an example, I hav«' 
som e 
nest» made from ordinary soap b»»x«*s 
that have given satisfactory service 
more than ten years continuously. 
Troughs, w'hich 
are 
undoubtedly 
the moat generally used of all feed­ 
ing appliances, are also easily made 
by th»* home workman.

m ade w ithout a curdling agent, hold 
i fresh clean milk at a tem p eratu re of 


75 degree F until curdled. 
Cut

curd into small pieces, stir, and heat j 
to 100 degreees F in half

hour.j 
Put it on a cheese 
cloth, 
drain 
for 
about 
2ft 
minutes, 
and salt. 
If a 
curdling agent such as rennet is used, 
w arm th e milk to 7ft degrees F 
and 
add the rennet (first diluting it 
in 
cold w ate r) at the rate of 10 drops 
to fiO pounds of milk. 
When curdled 
pour the curd on cotton cloth, 
let 
drain for 
2ft 
minutes, 
press 
with 
w eights, 
and 
salt. 
Sweet or 
sou» 
cream m ay be added to cottage cheese j 
at the rate of a half pint to 10 lbs. of 
curd.
